outer periphery and the inner periphery, wherein the compressible covering

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 2-15 and 22-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2-15 
and 22-29 contain allowable subject matter for at least the reason that they contain 
subject matter indicated as allowable in the Office action dated 1 1/28/05. 

Claim 30 contains allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior 
art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a stator assembly for use in an x-ray 
tube comprising a stator having a core and a plurality of windings, the stator defining an 
outer periphery defined by an outer diameter and an annular inner periphery defined by 
an inner diameter; and a compressible covering material that covers at least a portion of 
both the outer periphery and the inner periphery, wherein the compressible covering 
material that at least partially covers the outer periphery of the stator compressively 
engages a portion of the x-ray tube that houses the stator. Pleiss (US 3,821,846) and 
Reiniger (US 2,939,015) both teach encapsulated stator assemblies, neither of which 
are compressively engaged with a portion of the x-ray tube that houses the stator. 
Reiniger implies that a self-compressing material is known in the art, where the material 
creates stress by contraction, but the stator so encased is not compressively engaged 
with a housing. Klostermann (US 4,811,375) fails to cure such deficiencies by failing to 
teach compressive engagement of the stator. Struts support the stator, but do not 
compress. Kim (US 5,265,147) suggests compression by way of a clamping device, but 
the stator is not encapsulated. Claim 31 contains allowable subject matter at least by 
virtue of its dependency.
